W. Betker. 
Ku hn also to o k a v io lin belo ng ing 
to Jesse Drake fro m the 99c sto re. 
He has no t been tried y et fo r taking 
the v io lin as the o fficers wished to 
determine the v alu e and to see if the 
o ffense co nstitu tes g rand larceny . It 
was at the Jo nes sto re that Ku hn g o t 
in bad with the law. 
He was no ticed 
in there Satu rday afterno o n, bu t du e 
to the ru sh o f bu siness lie was no t 
watched v ery clo sely . 
He was in' the 
rea r o f the sto re and while there he 
to o k the v io lin. 
Mr. Drake missed his pro perty and 
no tified Po liceman Wo lter. 
A search 
was started and y o u ng Ku hn was 
fo u nd ju st as he was driv ing away 
fro m the hitchrack. 
The 
o fficer 
searched the bu g g y and fo u nd the 
v io lin and fo u r pipes. 
Ku hn was 
taken to jail 
and held 
u ntil this 
mo rning .

The v io lin is v alu ed at $25 by Mr. 
Drake and in ease ano ther affidav it 
is filed. Ku hn will be charg ed with 
g rand larceny .

dence and he o ffered no ex cu se. 
Tiie 
finding o f the pipes came as a su r­ 
prise as the 
o nly thing su ppo sed to 
be missing was the v io lin.

Fletcher, is v ery dang ero u s becau se 
peo ple are so sensitiv e and o nly a 
few can see themselv es as o thers see 
them. 
In his “rapid fire” manner the 
speaker flay ed the present indu strial, 
so cial and po litical co nditio ns. 
Mr. 
Fletcher is an adv o cate o f wo man 
su ffrag e, and his statement that tin 
entire 
United 
States 
wo u ld 
liav i 
wo man su ffrag e within fifteen y ears 
was g reeted with pro lo ng ed applau se. 
As o v er half the au dience was co m­ 
po sed. o f wo men, his remarks were 
well receiv ed. 
Acco rding to Mr. Fletcher there 
are two kinds o f fo cls— the real o nes 
and the kind we mistake fo r fo o ls. 
The real fo o ls are the g reatest o bject 
lesso n we hav e. 
“We learn so me­ 
thing fro m ev ery fo o l we meet,” said 
Mr. Fletcher. 
He declared that a 
little co nceit is a g o o d thing , bu t that 
we learn no thing fro m co nceit o f ig ­ 
no rance. 
“One way to nev er make fo o ls o f 
o u rselv es is nev er to make fo o ls o f 
o u r&elv es,” said the speaker. 
Co n­ 
tinu ing lie said, “ There are fo o ls who 
try to please the who le neig hbo rho o d. 
This ty pe o f fo o l belo ng s to the mo b 
that is alway s ready to y ell “cru ci­ 
fy !” 
To day we are apply ing the 
Christ idea to indu strial* so cial and 
po litical pro blems. 
The 
man 
who 
v o tes the straig ht ticket simply be­ 
cau se his fath er’s, father’s father 
v o ted that particu lar ticket is al­ 
way s cro o ked o r has no mind o f his 
o wn.” 
Mr. Fletcher declared that 
u nbias o pinio n and no npartisianship 
sho u ld ru le in all phrases o f pu blic 
life. 
“It is v ery easy to fo llo w a pre- 
edent bu t v ery difficu lt to set o ne” 
said Mr. Fletcher, and the reaso n fo r 
that is— the majo rity do no t think. 
Peo ple who liv e ahead o f their time 
are called themselv es 
fanatics 
and 
whatno t. 
Many 
hav e 
met 
death 
thinking ahead o f their time. 
The 
m ajo rity want to be co ntent to ad- 
hear to the inherited theo ry . We are 
adv ancing 
and 
g radu ally 
g etting 
away fro m this theo ry . 
There is no 
place fo r the pessimist o r the dema- 
g o g e to day . 
The o ptimist and the 
pessimist are bo th wro ng and we do 
no t m arty r them as we 
did, 
thu s 
sho wing we are adv ancing .” 


Mr. Fletcher to sho w th a t we are 
adv ancing stated that the ministers 
o f to day are net 
bo thered 
by

W ashington, 
March 
25. — The 
longest step ever taken by the fed­ 
eral body in the direction of curtail­ 
ing the p owers of state railroad com­ 
missions is the decision just handed 
down by the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. 
This decision, if sustained, 
will, it is contended, lead to the elim­ 
ination of state railroad commissions 
or leave them with comp aratively lit­ 
tle jurisdiction or authority . 
The decision is one of the m ost im­ 
p ortant and far-reaching in its p ossi­ 
ble effects that the commission has 
ever handed down. 
“If the p ower here asserted ex ists 
in this commission, then every state 
rate can be controlled by it,” said 
Commissioner Clements, in a dissent­ 
ing op inion. 
The decision is in a case brought 
by the railroad commission of Louisi­ 
ana. The St. Louis Southwestern Rail­ 
way comp any and other carriers are 
named as defendants, but the real de­ 
fendant in the case is th e railroad 
commission of Tex as, inasm uch as the 
rates against which comp laints were 
made which have now been set aside 
by the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, were fix ed by it. 


Up to the Comme rc e Court. 
This case p uts the entire question 
of a conflict of jurisdiction between 
the interstate commerce commission 
and the state commission squarely up 
to the United States commerce court. 
Eventually the decision will bring the 
question before the United States su­ 
p reme court in a more comp rehensive 
m anner than is p resented by the well- 
known Minnesota rate case now p end­ 
ing before the court. 
The comp laint in the case was that 
the railroads m ake rates out of Dallas 
and other Tex as p oints into southern 
Tex as much lower than rates from 
Shrevep ort. La., into Tex as. As an in­ 
stance, it is stated that a rate of 60 
cents carries first class traffic to the 
eastw ard from Dallas a distance of 160 
miles, while the sam e rate of 60 cents 
will carry the same class of traffic but 
fifty -five miles into Tex as from Shreve­ 
p ort. 
The comp laint asked the com­ 
mission for reasonable adjustm ent of 
rates ending the alleged unjust dis­ 
crimination p racticed by these inter­ 
state railroads. 
The decision of the 
commission, 
which was w ritten by Commissioner 
Lane, say s that the evidence sup p orts 
the theory of the Louisiana commis 
sion that the Tex as commission is act 
ing in favor of the jobbing interests in 
Tex as.

Bulletin Issued by Secretary Charles 


C. Deam Decries Careless 


Planting by Hoosiers.

Pointed Out That Sugar Maple is 


Best and Hardiest Shade Tree 


Known. 


That the hard or sugar maple is 
the best kind of shade trees to plant 
iii Indiana streets is the assertion of 
the State Board of Forestry in its 
bulletin just prepared for the press. 
Charles C. Deam, 
secretary of the! 
board, 
urges the 
relegation of the 
softer varieties of maple because of 
their liability to attack by many kind, } 
of insects. 
The bulletin pleads for a rejuvena­ 
tion of interests in shade trees in all I 
parts of the State and decries the I 
planting of such temporary trees as 
the Carolina poplars and soft maples. 
“The time has come when we should 
plant the best kind of trees and prop­ 
erly care for them,” the bulletin as­ 
serts. 
The bulletin says: 
“The maples are used in Indiana 
more extensively for shade tree pur­ 
poses than all other kinds of trees 
combined. There are four kinds used. 
The silver-leaf and red maple, com­ 
monly called the soft maples, are 
most frequently planted on account 
of their rapid growth. 
Their use 
should be discontinued because they 
are subject to the deadly attack of 
several 
common insect 
pests and 
they 
grow long slender 
brandies 
which 
frequently break 
off when 
loaded with ice. 
The Norway maple 
has recently been introduced, but is 
too low-headed to make a desirable 
shade tree. 
“Our native sugar maple is by far 
the hest kind of maple to plant along 
a street unless a small tree is desired. 
It will adapt itself to all kinds of soil, 
except 
a wet 
and undrained 
one. 
However, it grows best on a moist or 
dry, pt.iirous soil. 
The sugar maple 
has as yet: been able to resist its in­ 
sect enemies. 
“The trees for planting should be 
secured from the nursery and not be 
over eight feet high. 
Trees from the 
nursery will have a better root s y s ­ 
tem -and are not as likely to sun scald 
as trees transplanted from the forest. 
If the tree should san scald, that is, 
a part of the body die, it is better to 
plant another tree than keep the de­ 
fective one which will begin to decay 
and die early. 
“When planting the tree do not eat 
off the top. 
All pruning should be 
confined 
to taking off 
Hie 
lower 
branches until the head of the tree 
is IO to 12 feet above the ground. 
“ Shade trees as a rule are planted 
too (dose. 
A seventy foot lot should 
not have more than two trees. 
After 
the tree is carefully planted place 
so me kind of protection around it. 
“A booklet on the selection, plant­ 
ing and care of shade trees may be 
had free by writing the State Board 
of Forestry at Indianapolis.” 
The secretary of the board invites 
Indiana property owners to eo-oper- 
ate with the State board in studying 
the best kinds of shade trees to plant 
in yards, on streets and in groves in 
Indiana.
